first hour. They continued their prog- 
ress in the afternoon in the teeth of 
growing resistance. 
Gain Five Miles at Some Points 


The average depth of the gains for 


the whole day was between three and 
four miles. At some points the allies 
advanced five miles, according to la- 
test advices from the front. 


The allied gains southwest of Sols- 


sons will prevent the enemy from using 
the railways to Laon, Chateau-Thierry 
and Rheims, and along 
the 
Aisne, 


which are of vital importance to him. 
Soissons is the keynote of the German 
system and it is expected the enemy 
will throw in the heaviest forces in an 
attempt to fend off the present danger.

According to one of the occupants. 


they heard the sentry's challenge, but 
wepa going so fast that they could not 
sjow down, and the next they heard 
was a 'cry from Merritt, and thinking 
him seriously injured they hurried on 
to ttje hospital without stopping.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The gov- 


ernment Is about to assume control of 
the entire medical profession in the 
United States to obtain sufficient doc- 
tors for the fast growing army, and 
at the same time to distribute those 
remaining to the localities or services 
where they are most needed for civil- 
ian work. 


This 
mobilization is to be accom- 


plished either by enrolling all doctors 
In a volunteer service' corpi under 
pledge to accept whatever service,'mil- 
itary or civilian, is assigned them by 
the governing body of the corps, or, if 
the .voluntary plan is not successful, by 
legislation providing tor drafting them 
into government service. Medical ofli- 
cers of the government believe com. 
pulsory conscription will not be neces- 
sary. 
« 


Organization plans of the volunteer 


medical service already have been made 
and enrolment started in a few states 
under authorities of the Council of 
National Defence. Instead of enrolling 
in this corps only those physicians not 
suitable for military service, either be- 
cause of age, physical infirmities, de- 


pendency, or Institutional or public 
need, a» planned at present the govern- 
ment expects shortly to throw open 
membership to all doctors and to bind 
them with a pledge "during the present 
emergency to accept service, military 
or civilian, wherever, whenever and for 
whatever duty he may be called by the 
Central Governing Board." 


Under this project, the army and 
navy would take those physicians and 
surgcona best fitted for active duty, 
and who can be spared from civilian 
requirements. At the same time, the 
government would maintain a continu- 
ous survey of the country and assign 
doctors to those communities in which 
there were too few practitioners. 
The practical operation, officials be- 


lleve,, would caiit* little of this nlo- 
cation, however, since physicians who 
are needed In certain 
communities, 


hospltali, schools or other essential 
civilian services would not be commis- 
sioned in the army. 


Conferences of doctors were held to- 


day in Washington and a number of 
other cities to discuss the operation at 
the voluntary enrolment plan. A com- 
mittee of army and navy surgeons also 
completed today recommendations for 
Inclusion in the volunteer medical ser- 
vice corps all doctors, instead of only 
those disqualified for military service. 
Of these 143,000 doctors in the United 
States, it is estimated between 80,000 
and 95,000 are in active practice, and 
23,000, or about one-fourth, are in the

This calied for the adoption 
of a platform and a speech by former 
President Taft. 


Elihu Root Speaks 


"Wherever danger 
from . disloyal 


votes does not threaten, 
we 
should 
strive vigorously to elect 
republicans 


to the senate and the house of repre- 
sentatives," declared 
former 
States Senator Elihu Root, in 


the conduct of the war. 
We shall con- 


tinue it so long as the war lasts. But 
when the war ends, all'this system of 
executive government will have to be 
unscrambled and we shall have to 
get back to a government of limited 
powers and individual freedom. We 
shall not go back where 
we 
were. 


That never can be done. And it ought 
not to be .done, because we are learn- 
ing valuable lessons and we must util- 
ize them in the re-arra.ngement which 
follows the war.

"The proper conduct of the war re- 
quires loyal republicans in congress," 
continued Mr. Hoot.

No nation can dispense with 
the kind of independent and fearless 
service which was rendered by Augus- 
tus Gardner of Massachusetts when 
he led the fight for preparedness, and 
by Julius Kahn of California when he 
led the house of representatives in the 
passage of the selective draft act. It 
Is a moderate statement that a large 
part of the democrats who exercise 
power in Washington are not very fa- 
miliar with the vast and complicated 
industry and commerce and finance 
which underlie the taxpaying power of 
the United States. Nor nre they very 
sympathetic with the men who are 
engaged in that industry and commerce 
and finance.

SARATOGA. N. Y. July 19.™A call 


by William Howard Taft to the country 
to elect this fall a republican congress, 
which he declared would stimulate the 
democratic president by offering con- 
structive criticism of the administra- 
tion's action and inaction, and, by leg- 
islation, enlarge the nation's military 
preparations, was issued by the form- 


presideni. addressing: the unofficial 


•epubiican state convention here today. 


Reiterating his advocacy of an array 


of o.OOQ.OOO men. Mr. Taft told the dele- 
gates that now is the time to raise 
the great force needed to win the war. 
With a democratic congress, waiting 
the president's lead rather than co-or- 
dinating with the executive, he said, 
this will not be accomplished with the 
promptness which is imperative. 


While conceding the masterful abil- 


ity of the president in stating 
the 


country's aims in the war, Mr. Taft 
asserted that the administration .has 
not had the same success in forming 
practical war policies. 
He criticised 


also the .tendency of the administra- 
tion "to allow party considerations too 
much sway in its appointments to im- 
portant ta.sks," and declared that "poli- 
tics has not been adjourned," as indi- 
cated by what he termed presidential 
interference in the party affairs of 
Wisconsin and Michigan. 


The former president sa!d, in part: 
"Everything we do now and every- 


thing we say must help win the war. 
The president has said 'Politics is ad- 
journed.' He is certainly right, in so 
far as politics is to be used for per- 
sonal ends or party triumph. But pop- 
ular government even in war, must be 
carried on by parties. 
Party spirit 


must of course be suppressed where 
it hampers or embarrasses. 
On the 


other hand,, party organization of pub- 
lic opinion may be the .best* "way to se- 
cure needed government action. That 
is the present case. The nation needs 
the republican party to give popular 
expression to an affirmative aggressive 
war policy. Its success at the polls 
in November will spur the administra- 
tion to adopt one. A republican con- 
gress will enact legislation to initiate 
and carry it on. 


"The present administration is to re- 


main In power two' years and a Jialf. 
By that time, even though the war con- 
tinues, our then military strength must 
leave no doubt of the result. 
We are 


not now concerned with the national 
election of 1920.' That can take care of 
itself. 
Its outcome will depend upon 


circumstances which one cannot now 
foresee. Our present task, as patriots 
and republicans, Is to help the present 
administration organize the potential 
force of this country into a knockout 
blow to William of Hohenzollern and 
his compliant.German, people. 


"What can we fairly say of the prep- 


arations for the war by the admin- 
istration? 
We must admit that to 


change a peace-loving democracy like 
ours into a nation which shall make 
an effective modern war on a huge 
scale is no easy task. There must be 
waste of money, effort and time in such 
a transition- Much has been done by 
the administration and. well done. We 
should not minimize in any degree the 
credit due to It for our conscription 
law. It v/as indispensable to carrying 
on this war. It was democratic in its 
principle and effective in its opera- 
tion. 
It could not have passed but 


for the efforts of the president and the 
republican minority. 
Its 
execution, 


under the able, directing- hand of the 
judge advocate and provost 
marshal 


general, has been admirable. 


"Other achievements in war prepara- 


tion may properly be claimed for the 
credit of the administration, whose pa- 
triotism and earnest devotion to its 
great moral war aims no one can 
question. We need not dwell upon the 
unfortunate delays in the manufacture 
of rifles, machine guns, artillery, ships 
and airplanes or the costly blunders 
of the coal administration. They should 
be used as lessons. The-credit of the 
administration for the work which has 
been done, however, should not be ex- 
aggerated by ignoring the great pow- 
ers freely given it by congress, and 
the wonderful national resources with 
which it has had to work. 


"It may be fairly said that the ad- 


ministration has allowed 
party con- 


siderations, which the crisis 
should 


have entirely neutralized, to rule too 
much in its apointments to important 
tasks. 
Moreover, for a year it de- 


prived itself and the country of the 
services of those 'geniuses of business 
organizatio-i whose achievemeita have 
in the past advanced the material re- 
sources of this country to their pres- 
ent commanding power. 
When men 


of this kind were first called to the 
aid of the administration, they were 
given advisory functions, and no ac- 
tual control. 
Slowly the administra- 


lon has been forced to use them. The 
principle at first obtained that men of 
success in any field of private busi- 
ness were not to be trusted with real 
authority in war 
production. 
This 


made the qualification for such posU 
in many cases a lack of experience in 


( t h e field In which the appointees were 
' to act. Hard experience has forced 


exceptions to such a paralyzing rule 
of 
eligibility 
and 
selection. 
The 


trained capacity of the American peo- 
ple is. now finding an opportunity for 
effective operation in the real author- 
ity given to Messrs. Schwab, Stettini- 
us. Ryan. Goethals and others. 
With 


such men in control, we can be con- 
fident of a volume of production in 
ships, arms, ammunition, airplanes and 
terminal facilities that will amaze the 
world.

ftupreme sacrifice by thousands :u the 
battlefront in France for the defence 
fef (he liberty we enjoy in this republic, 
It is the imperative duty of our peopl 
at home, In the munition factories, the 
phoe shops, the electric works, the tex- 
lile factories, and in fine in every other 
industry that can help in the essen- 
tial work of the war, lo close their 
ranks and pull all together for victory. 


', What if it appears that somebody 
'else is reaping a. greater profit out of 
the war than yon are. The war is 
pre-eminently not a profiteering busi- 
'ness; and the men who try lo make it 
so. are not doing their duty to the 
.government. It is impossible for tiie 
jgovernment to deal with every contro- 
versy that arises within the limits of 
the natidn, nor should ii be required 
to give its attention to the trivial 
demands which, through the threat of 
tying up important industries, demand 
.its 
intervention 
at 
many 
points 


throughout the country. 
• The labor strikes in war time should 
reaily be outlawed, but President Wil- 
ton does not wish to resort to such an 
extreme step. On the whole he has 
been most generous to labor on the 
"railroads and.' in fact, everywhere else 
in which such disputes have come be- 
fore him. The same may be said of 
7hc Nanonal War Labor Board. Its 
decisions as a rule have favored the 
labor organizations. But this should 
not encourage other labor bodies to 
strike at a time when the government 
'needs the product of every essential 
Industry in the land. 


Our soldiers fighting the Germans 


need food, clothing and equipment and 
•without an ample supply of each, they 
may be hampered or even defeated in 
their struggle with a most resourceful 
enemy. 


Even slight delay in production may 


"mean death or defeat to our troops in 
the front trenches. It has been well 
said by a military official who knows 
the danger of delay that "every hour 
of idleness means an opportunity for 
the Huns to shell our men without 
protection from our artillery or for the 
submarines to sink our supplies be- 
.cause our destroyers were held up on 
account of strikes." 
' The same authority warns honest 
jworkmen that "German propagandists 
'are busy in factories in the United 
States exerting their efforts to stir up 
•labor troubles and, if possible, to in- 
cite the workers to strike and thus 
cause delay, which will serve the Ger- 
man purpose quite as well as do the 
submarines in sending cargoes of sup- 
plies to the bottom of the ocean." 
' Taken as a whole, the laboring hosts 
have thus far done fairly well in avoid- 
ing strikes. But new conditions brought 
up new problems and new misunder- 
standing; and as a result every week 
Brings a number of strikes, actual or 
threatened, to which the government 
boards must give immediate atten- 
tion. 
. Now that we are getting into the 
fiercest battles of the war and that the 
sacrifices at the front must necessarily 
be heavy, is it not in order to ask or 
beg of the labor organizations to avoid 
strikes by submitting their claims to 
arbitration? 
There is not a labor or- 


ganization in the country that can 
justly 
claim that 
the government 


•boards are not strictly impartial and 
all anxious lo make sacrifices for the 
sake of industrial peace. 


• 
Is it not high time, therefore, to 


close up the ranks of labor, so that 
arbitration will be the general recourse 
an all labor disputes, and so that the 
work of all the war-essential industries 
may proceed without interruption un- 
til the end of the war?

ed to every office at city hall. 


We are not prepared to admit that 


bur citizens, or any large number of 
them, prefer bad government to good, 
prefer incompetent men and political 
parasites to men who are capable, re- 
spectable and trustworthy. We have 
more faith in the honesty and patriot- 
ism of the people than to believe that 
they deliberately select bad men in 
preference to good. No. we biame the 
system, the charter rather 
than the 


citizens.

If we cannot get the 
right stamp of men nominated, there 
will be no recourse but a choice of 
evils on election day. If. 
therefore, 


any concerted effort is to be made to 
secure better government under our 
present charter, it must 
be started 


each year before the primaries. The 
present is none too soon so that desir- 
able candidates may be induced to run 
for the nomination. 
In addition to 


this, it will be necessary for a con- 
siderable portion of the electorate to 
stop voting for political barnacles.

BLISTER BEETLES 


In a figurative sense the war gar- 
ener must go to it without gloves 
nd clean out the insects that infect 
is vegetable plot. But blister beetles 
annot be handled "without gloves," or, 
s their name implies, they will pro- 
uce blisters on tender hands, says to- 
ay's bulletin from the national war 
jarden commission. Beet tops taste 
good to them and they will soon make 
serious inroads into a patch unless 
checked. Use arsenate of lead to kill 
these hungry bugs. Spray every ten 
days. 
There are several other insects that 


need looking after. 
The 
beet 
flea 


beetles are little dark colored fellows 
which eat holea-iA.the leaves and some- 
times do a lot of injury. 
Since the 


leaves are the lungs and stomach of 
a plant any injury to the leaves inr 
jures the plant just that much, so 
protect the beet plants by spraying 
with arsenate of lead when the flea 
beetles appear and repeat in ten days. 


Another 
remedy is to dust 
the 


leaves with air-slaked 
lime, 
which 


keeps the beetles away. 
If the tops 


are to be used for greens, lime is 
safest to use. In fact, it might be 
risky to use for greens the leaves 
which had been sprayed with arsenate 


of lead; better leave them alone and 
eat only the beets. 
Further details 


on this and other points in regard to 
the care of vegetables are contained 
in the war garden manual which any 
reader of this paper can secure by 
simply writing to the national gar gar- 
den commission, Washington, sending 
a 2-cent stamp for postage.

Dear Folks: The quarters are kind 


of quiet just now so I'll try to tell 
you a few of our experiences since 
leaving the boat.

A few hundred yards from camp was 


small French village with several 
hundred 
inhabitants. 
The 
people 
were very kind to us. We explored 
the place thoroughly and some of the 
places must have been 200 years old. 
We went all over the grounds 
but 
could not get inside the buildings. 
4 view from the terrace of a cha- 
teau was wonderful and we could see 
the country for miles around. 
The 
camp site itself was ideal, located on 
a hill bordering on a main road. The 
i-ater supply was flrst rate. 
We expected to be located in this 
camp permanently but were

pointed. Just as we were getting ac- 
quainted orders came for use to move. 
Down came our little tents, on with 
our packs and w-e were away. When 
I flrst struck here I did not like tha 
looks of. the place at all; the flies 
seemed to be about six inches long 
and the mosquitoes were overjoyed to 
see us.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The gov- 


ernment is about to assume control of 
the entire medical profession in the 
United States to obtain sufficient doc- 
tors lor the fast growing army, and 
at the same time to distribute those 
remaining to the localities or services 
where they are most needed for civil- 
ian work. 


This 
mobilization is to be accom- 


plished either by enrolling: all doctors 
In a volunteer service corps under 
pledge to accept whatever servlcs, mil- 
itary or civilian, Is assigned them by 
the governing body of the corps, or, If 
the voluntary plan is not successful, by 
legislation providing for drafting them 
info government service. Medical ofli- 
cers of the government believe com- 
pulsory conscription will not bo neces- 
sary. 
Organization plans of the volunteer 


medical service already have been made 
and enrolment started in a few states 
under authorities of the Council of 
National Defence. Instead of enrolling 
in this corps only those physicians not 
suitable for military service, either be- 
cause of age, physical infirmities, de- 


pendency, or Institutional or 
public 


need, as planned at present the govern- 
ment expects shortly to throw open 
membership to all doctors and to bind 
them with a pledge "during the present 
emergency to accept service, military 
or civilian, wherever, whenever and for 
whatever duty he may be called by the 
Central Governing Board." 


Under this project, the army and 
navy would take those physicians and 
surgeons best fitted for active duty, 
and who can be spared from civilian 
requirements. At the same time, the 
government would maintain a continu- 
ous survey of the country and assign 
doctors to those communities in which 
there were too few practitioners. 
The practical operation, officials be- 


lieve, would cause little of this relo- 
cation, however, since physicians who 
are needed in certain 
communities, 


hospitals, schools or other 
essential 


civilian services would not Bo commis- 
sioned in the army. 


Conferences of doctors were held to- 


day in Washington and a number of 
other cities to discuss the operation of 
the voluntary enrolment plan. A com- 
mittee of army and navy surgeons also 
completed today recommendations for 
inclusion in the volunteer medical ser- 
vice corps all doctors, instead of only 
those disqualified for military service. 
Of these 143,000 doctors in the United 
States, it is estimated between 80,000 
and 95,000 are in active practice, and 
23,000, or about one-fourth, are in the

It became known today that Sur- 
geons-Genera!

This would 
constitute a means of preventing fur- 
ther disruption of medical teaching 
staffs and at the same time recognizing 
the public service of those men.

The bombshells thrown into the 
politicians' quarters late last night liy 
the announcement of Attorney-General 
Merion E. Lewis, chief rival of Gover- 
nor Whitman for the republican nomi- 
nation for governor of Ne\v York, that 
he would withdraw if the colonel would 
enter the primaries, and the circula- 
tion of a round robin requesting the 
colonel to run. completely overshadow- 
ed thejareviously arranged prosram_of 
the day. This called for the adoption 
of a platform and a speech by former 
President Taft. 


Elihu Root Speaks 


"Wherever danger 
from 
disloyal 


votes does not threaten, we 
should 


strive vigorously to elect 
republicans 


to the senate and the house of repre- 
sentatives," declared 
former United 
States Senator Elihu Koot, in an ad- 
dress he delivered here last night be- 
fore the informal republican state con- 
vention. 


"The proper conduct of the war re- 


Quires loyal republicans in congress," 
.continued Mr. Hoot. "No government 
can afford -to go on without the teats 
and criticisms of policy and" perform- 


. -.ance which can hardly be 
furnished 


during the continuance of this war 
except by putting republicans in con- 
gress. With the 
tremendous 
power 


\Vhich the exigencies of war have vest- 
ed in the executive branch of govern- 
ment, it is very difficult for legislative 
members of the party in power to ex- 
press, or indeed to form, independent 
judgment, and to subject 
measures 


proposed for legislation to the process 
of correction and improvement by dis- ' 
cussion and amendment,—yet without 


-this, terrible mistakes are certain to be 
made. A study of recent 
legislation 


will show that the independent support 
of the republicans in the senate and 
in the house given to every forward 
step of the president in the conduct of 
the war, not because a party leader 
told them to give it. but because their 
loyalty and judgment constrained them 
to give it, has been of the highest 
value. No nation can dispense with 
the kind of independent and fearless 
service which was rendered by Augus- 
tus Gardner of Massachusetts when 
he led the fight for preparedness, and 
by Julius Kahn of California when he 
led the house of representatives in 'the 


_passage of the selective draft act. It 


is a moderate statement that a large 
part of the democrats who exercise 
power in Washington are not very fa- 
miliar with the vast and complicated!

which underlie the taxpaying power of 
the United States.

"We have been building up by a 


great mass of statutes an executive 
author its* unprecedented in scope and 
absolutism.

We shall con- 
tinue it so long aa the war lasts. But 
when the war ends, all this'system of 
executive government will have to bo 
unscrambled and we shall have to 
got back to a government of limited 
powers and individual freedom.

shall not go back where 
we 
were. 


That never can be done. And It ought 
not to be done, because wo are learn- 
ing valuable lessons and we must util- 
ize them in the re-arrangement which 
follows the war. But that re-arrange- 
ment must be based upon the same 
unda mental 
principles 
which 
have 


made- America great and free. Never

by William Howard Taft to the country 
to elect this fall a republican congress, 
which he declared would stimulate the 
democratic president by offering: con- 
jsiructlve criticism of the administra 
lion's action and inaction, and, by leg- 
islation, enlarge^ the nation's military 
preparations, was issued by the form- 
er president, addressing: the unofficial 
republican state convention here today. 


Reiterating his advocacy of an army 


of 5.000,000 men, Mr: Taft told the dele 
gates that now is the time to raise 
! the great force needed to win the war. 
! With a democratic congress, waiting 
j i b e president's lead rather than co-or- 


I dinating with the executive, he said, 
this wilt not be accomplished with the 
promptness which is imperative. 


While conceding the masterful abil- 


ity of the president in stating 
the 


country's aims in the war, Mr. Taft 
asserted that the administration has 
not had the same success in forming 
practical war policies. 
He criticised 


also the tendency of the administra- 
tion "to allow party considerations too 
much sway in its appointments to im- 
portant tasks," and declared that ''poli- 
tics has not been adjourned,", as indi- 
cated by what he, termed, presidential 
interference in the party affairs of 
\Visconsin and 'Michigan. 


! 
The former president said, in part: 
"Everything we do now and every- 


thing we say must help win the war, 
The president has said 'Politics is ad- 
journed.'. He is certainly right, in s< 
far as politics is to be used for per 
sonal ends or party triumph; But pop- 
ular government even in war, must be 
carried on; by parties. 
Party spirit 


must of course be suppressed where 
it hampers or embarrasses. 
On the 


other hand,, party organization of pub- 
lic opinion may be the best way to se- 
cure needed government action. That 
is the present case. The nation needs 
the republican party to- give .popular 
expression to an affirmative aggressive 
war policy. 
Its success at the polls 


In November will spur the administra- 
tion to adopt one. A republican con- 
gress will .enact legislation to initiate 
and carry it oh. 


"The present administration is to re. 


main in power two years and a half. 
By that time, even though the war con- 
tinues, our then military strength must 
leave no doubt of the result. 
"We are 


not now1 concerned with the national 
election of 1920." That can take care" of 
tself. 
Its outcome will depend upon 


circumstances which one cannot now 
foresee. 
Our present task, as patriots 


and republicans, is to -help the present 
administration organize the potential 
force of this country into a knockout 
blow to William of Hdhenzollern and 
his compliant .German, people. 


"What can we fairly say of the prep- 


arations for the war by the admin- 
istration? 
We must admit that to 


change a peace-loving democracy like 
ours into a nation which shall make 
an effective modern war on a huge 
scale is no easy task. There must be 


of money, effort and time in such 


a transition. Much has been done by 
the administration and well done. We 
should not minimize in any degree the 
credit due to it for our conscription 
law. It was indispensable to carrying 
on this war. It was democratic in its 
principle and effective in its opera- 
lion. 
It could not have passed but 


for the efforts of the president and the 
republican minority. 
Its 
execution, 


under the able, directing hand of the 
judge advocate and provost marshal 


encral, has been admirable. 
"Other achievements in war prepara- 


tion may properly be claimed for the 
credit of the administration, whose pa- 
triotism and earnest devotion to its 
reat moral war aims no one can 


question. We need not dwell upon the 
unfortunate delays in the manufacture 
of rifles, machine guns, artillery, ships 
and airplanes or the costly blunders 
of the coal administration. They should 


used as lessons. The credit of the 


administration for the work which has 
•>een done, however, should not be ex- 
aggerated by Ignoring the great pow- 
ers freely given It by congress, and 
the wonderful national resources with 
which it has had to work. 


"It may be fairly said that the ad- 


ministration has allowed 
party con- 


siderations, which the crisis 
should 


have entirely neutralized, to rule too 
much in its apointments to important 
tasks.. 
Moreover, for a year it de- 


prived itself and the country of the 
services of those geniuses of business 
organization whose achievemeits have 
in the past advanced the material re- 
sources of this country to their pres- 
ent commanding power. 
When 
men 


of this kind were first called to the 
aid of the administration, they were 
given advisory functions, and no ac- 
tual control. 
Slowly the administra- 


ion has been forced to use them. The 
principle at first, obtained that men of 
success in any field of private busi- 
ness were not to be trusted with real 
authority in war 
production.

mzido the qualification for such poets 
in many capes a lack of experience In 
the field In which the appointees were 
to act. Hard experience has forced 
exceptions to such a paralyzing rule 
of 
eligibility 
and 
selection. 
The 


trained capacity of the American peo- 
ple is now finding1 an opportunity for 
effective operation in the real author- 
ity given to Messrs. Schwab, Stettini- 
us. liyan, Goethals and others. 
With 


such men in control, we can be con- 
fident of a volume of production in 
ships, arms, ammunition, airplanes and 
terminal facilities that will amaze the 
world.

Now that our men are making the 


supreme sacrifice by thousands at the 
battlefront in France for the defence 
of the liberty we enjoy in this republic, 
It is the imperative duly of our people 
•at home, in the munition factories, the 
•shoe shops, the electric works, the tcx 
tile factories, and in fine in every othci 
.industry that can help in the essen- 
tial work of the war, to, close thcii 
ranks and pull all together for x-ictory 


What if it appears that somebody 


else is reaping a greater profit out of 
the war than you are. The war 
Is 


pre-eminently not a profiteering busi- 
ness; and the men who try to make it 
so. are not doing their duty 10 ihe 
government. It is impossible Tor the 
government to deal with every contro- 
versy that arises within tho limits of 
the nation, nor should it be required 
to give its attention to the trivial 
demands which, through the threat of 
tying-up important industries, demand 
its 
intervention, 
at , many points 


throughout the country. 


The labor strikes in war time should 


really be outlawed, but President Wil- 
eon does not wish to resort to such an 
extreme step. On the whole he has 
been most generous to labor on th 
railroads and, in fact, everywhere else 
'in which such disputes have come' be- 
fore him. The same may be said of 
the National War Labor Board. Its 
decisions as a rule have favored the 
labor organizations. 
But this should 


not encourage other labor bodies to 
strike at a time when the government 


j needs the product of every essential 
industry in the land. 


Our soldiers fighting the Germans 


need food, clothing and equipment and 
-without an ample supply of each, they 
may be hampered or even defeated in 
their struggle with a. most resourceful 
enemy,

Even slight delay in production may 


-mean death or defeat to our troops In 
•the front trenches. It has been well 
said by a military official who knows 
the danger of delay that "every hour 
-Of idleness means an opportunity for 
the Huns to shell our men without 
protection from our artillery or for the 
submarines to sink our supplies be- 
cause our destroyers were held up on 
account of strikes." 


The same authority warns honest 


workmen that '"'German propagandists 
are busy in factories in the United 
States exerting their efforts to stir up 
labor troubles and, if possible, to in- 
cite the workers to strike and thus 
cause delay, -which will serve the Ger- 
man purpose quite as well as do the 
submarines in sending cargoes of sup- 
plies to the bottom of the ocean." 


Taken as a whole, the laboring hosts 


have thus far done fairly well in avoid- 
ing strikes. But new conditions brought 
up new problems and new misunder- 
standing; and as a result every week 
•/brings a number of strikes, actual or 
threatened, to which the government 
boards must give immediate atten- 
tion. 


Now that we are getting into the 


fiercest battles of the war and that tho 
sacrifices at the front must necessarily 
be heavy, is it not in order to ask or 
beg of the labor organizations to avoid 
Etrikes by submitting their claims to 
arbitration? There is not a labor or-
